ITEMS. ° 

As peach trees greatly exhaust the soil, it is proba- 
bly the ¢ause, in some measure, of the failure of crops. 
Cultivators would do well, occasionally, to remove the 
eshwusted soil from around the roots of the trees, sup- 
plying its place with good earth. Coal dust from the 
Viacksmith's forge, and wood ashes, are a valuable 
nourisher of the peach tree. It is aleo said they ore 
an otidote against the worm which preys upon the 
peach tree at the surface of the soll, and causes such a 
Jamentable destruction of them. ‘ 

‘The peach, also, at the proper time, needs more 
pruning than any other tree, yo keep it in & luxuriant 


growth. 


Yt haw been asverted, ue the result of an accllental 
experiment, that sqdashes sown in the fall will aur- 
vive the frosts of winter and epring, and will mature 
moch earlier thas uny which cam be sown in the 
spring, Tt is worth a more satisfactory experiment, 
‘Tho earliest enllads, we know, are grown in this way. 

Young trees should not be planted where the decay- 
ing old roots are, as they aro the receptucle of numer- 
ous worms which seek their food in the roots of the 
young trees, and open the eap vessels, so that the sap 
instead of nourishing the tree, ows to waste in the 
eorth, end causes tho lose of the tree. 

Deep digging ia caaential to the growth of young 
trees, in order that the rain water may filter under the 
roots, which otherwise would be rotted by staguant 
water remvining around thom.

We often hear lamentations of the loss of fat saved 
for making soap, by itebeing in an offensive and spoil- 
ed condition, and eaten by maggote—sometimes of the 
lowe of the fut eaten by rata. ‘ong of these happen 
about my house; nor is the fut boiled in Tey to muke 
soft soap. 

Tho fut, as it in saved, is put into a cask prepared, 
and wtrong ley added to it, As the fat increases, ley 
is added, and necatloney stirred by a stick kept in 
it. When the cask is foll, the soap is made and rea- 
dy for use.

cask is filled with ashes for leeching, and 
@rawn off to add to the soap cask, a9 stated above. 
When the ley hae been drawn off, aod by filling with 
water and draining, it becones weak, it is used for 
leaching, &c.

When the ley cask is emptied, it is filled immedi- 
ately with ashes, to be a8 above mentioned, a0 
that the cask ia always in use, by which means it is 
ptin order, and Jasis many years.

comes useless. Some quick lime put into the ash 
cask, near the bottom, causes the ley to be more caus

"Caley and white pine mako the best easks for ley or

: soap, snd lenve the wood porous and leaky. 

When soap has accumulated beyond the wants for 
soft soap, it is converted into hard sonp, by aiding oue 
quart of fine salt to three gallons of soap, boiled and 
putinto a tub to cool; then cut it into picoes, i 
off the froth, &e.; then melt it again, (leaving out the 
4 ley at the bottom,) to sacling heat, and put into a box

turpentine added before boiling, improves the color
